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SAIC Spar. an discussed with Inspector Kelley the advisability of interviewing 
Hall with an FBI agent, inasmuch as* the FBI had teen in close contact with Hall 
recently, and Hall v:as in the custody of the Department of Justice. 

Kelley agreed to this procedure. S.^IC Spanan then made arrangements with 
SAC kiiliam Siv.cn, FBI, Los Angeles, for SA Lillian Knowland, F3I, to meet with 
Sparer, at Terminal Island. 

Cr. November 30, 1963 , SAIC Spaman an d SA Knowland, FBI, intervievred Harry 
r.t Terminal Island without rrisop^cfficials being present. Hall stated that

Ruby and Hall then went to Chicago enroute to Montreal to 
collect their winnings , but Ruby remained in Chicago while Hall went to Montreal 
and collected the money, returning to join Ruby in Chicago.
